At about this time Policeman Mc- 
Muhancame up and joined Mr. High 
in the assault upon the cowboys, who 
had intrenched themselves in the car. 


So intrepid was Mr. High's advance 


and so rapid bis firing, that the cow- 
boys only stopped to lire one volley and 
throw a few atones, when they fled 


I precipitately. Officer

1 struck on the head by a stone and 
cjuite seriously injuted. Mr. High tad 
a narrow escape. As be was in the 
forefront of the battle cheering on his 
men a bullet passed through his bat 
within an incri of bis head. So far a§ 
13 known, Mr. High's marksmanship 
was not effective, though the speed 
wi!h which he discharged bis weapon 
was too nr.ich for the predatory cow- 
punchers.
